An investigating committee under Gen. O.

But a committee named 
by the State Building Trades council, then 
in session in Los Angeles, reported that The 
Times building had beén blown up by gas

room at the time of the explosion, and they 
teatified that a strong odor of gas led them 
to believe that gas had wrecked the bulld- 
ing.

Grand Jury Says “Dynamite.”

Prisoners Hurried to Chicago. 

The two prisoners were hurried from De- 

troit to a hiding place in Chicago, and upon 
telegraphic advices from Burns, the grand 
jury in Los Angeles returned secret indict- 
ments against McManigal and the McNamara 
brothers. 
. When James B. McNamara and McManigal 
were arrested tn Detroit the public gained 
no knowledge. of the charges against them, 
and even the Detroit police who assisted the 
Chicago detectives in making the arreats were 
kept in the dark. It was not until Apri 2 
that the story of their connection with the 
destruction of the Los Angeles Times build- 
ing was made public in Chicago. 

When they were taken from Detroit they 
were supposed to be safebreakers, possessing 
a most remarkable kit of tools. They were 
registered in Detroit as Orrie MoManigar, 
. and Frank ‘Sullivan, 27, both of Chicage. 

Reports gained circulation in Detroit that 
they had been captured upon the eve of Ini. 
tiating a campaign of safe breaking there 
and that they had just finished such a cam- 
peign in Chicago. 


Remarkable Burglar Kit.

Before ne 
roar of the explosion had died away there 
came the rumble of falling walls and _ 
the structure burst into flames. 

The men on the second floor had stele 
chance to escape as the exiis were blocked 
by fire and smoke Turned from the doors 
the operators rushed for the windows, break- 
ing through and falling into the street. Many 
were injured in the fall, shoved out headfore- 
most by the press from behind. A nume 
were unable to get out at all. They nad 
tried to fight their way through the flames 
at the doors or had been unable to get. to the 


| windows before they were overcome by 


smoke, 


Better Chance in Upper Floors. 

There was a better chance for life with the 
men on the upper floora, where fewer were 
employed. The engravers, working on the 
sixth floor, picked themselves off the floor 
and crawled down the fire escape unham- 
pered. 

In the basement the presamen were run- 


ning off a Sunday supplement edition and 
making ready for the regular Saturday morn- 
ing presework. Men were hurled from the 


top of the presses to the floor and an instant 
later the overhead floors collapsed and the 
room was thick with smoke and dust. 

The pressmen helped each other to their 
feet and darted for ghe main door to the 
first floor... It was blocked with collapsed 
flooring and walls, and as the men struggled 
to tear it away the mass shot into flames 
and drove them back. They were driven 
away from the smaller exit. The ventilators 
were choked with fire and smoke, and the 
trapped men had almost given up hope. Then 
there was a yell from one who remembered a 
mall hole had been cut, in the wall pear 
the sidewalk. intended for use as a chute 
and then abandoned. He tore the frail cov- 
ering away and wormed his way through to 
the street and safety. One after another 
his companions followed him, pushing and 
dragging the weaker ones who were near suf- 
focation.

Outside the Grat brigades of Gremen were 
holding nets for the shrieking men on the 
upper floors to jump into.

Chat About Pickpockets. 

* Before we reached the saloon and while 
at the saloon Mr. O’Brien and this amant 
chatted generally concerning the cleverness 
of. pickpockets and shoplifters. During this 
time Mr. O’Brien stated that men «ich as 
Fay and Ryan ought to be prosecuted for 
picking another man’s pocket, but as to these 
two men all that he, O’Brien, desired was a 
continuance so they could employ counsel 
and that he felt he was obliged to do this for 
these men because he felt he was under cer- 
tain obligations. 

“He did not state to whom these obliga- 
tiong were. He pointed out to this affiasdt the

Rebellion against the domination of high 
school work by the colleges through their 
college entrance examinations wes launched 
yesterday when the National Council of 
Teachers of English was organized at the 
Great Northern hotel.

~ SECRETARY MEYER AGAINST NAVY DECREASE. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 1—With a plea 
that there shall be no decrease in the effec- 
tive strength of the United States navy, 

} von L. Meyer, secretary of the navy, 
in annual report ta. congress declares that 
3 seeking peace and playing « lead- 
ing part in the movement for general arbi- 
tration treaties, the world must understand 
that the United States is prepared for 
war.” 

He asks for more ships this year, pot to 
increase the navy but to maintain it at its 
eXisting strength. This strength, he says, is 
béing diminished by the elimination from 
active service of the battleships fret con- 
arustes for the new navy.“ 

“ History,” he says, shows the futility 
and danger of trusting to the good will and 
fair dealing, or even to the most solemnly 
binding treaties between nations for the pro- 
tection of a nation's sovereign rights and in- 
térests, and without doubt the time is remote 
when a comparatively unarmed and helpless 
nation may be reasonably safe from attack 
by ambitious, well armed powers, especially 
ma e age gz as the present. 


“A war with any other great power would 
cause incalculable damage, and it is more 
necessary now than ever before that we 
should be fully prepared for war.” 

The United States, Secretary Meyer says, 
is far in the rear of the leading naval powers 
in projected naval construction, even on the 
basis of two new battleships a year.

Establishment of Parcels Posts 
on City and Rural Delivery 
Routes Urged.

the reduction of letter postage from 2 cents 
to 1 cent an ounce. He will recommend that 
this reduction be made as soon as warranted 
dy the increase in the surplus of the postoffice 
department. 

For the first time in many years the posta! 
service of the country is on a self-supporting 
basis. Under the administration of Post- 
master General Hitchcock the deficit of 
$17,000,000 a year has been wiped out and 
the department today has a surplus of $250,- 
000. From now on the postmaster general 
expects to save $1,000,000 a year by the new 
plan of shipping magazine mall by freight. 


Changes Proposed by Taft. 

The president's recommendations, some of 
which aim to reduce expenses still further and 
increase revenue, follow: 

Establishment of a parcels post on city 
and rural free delivéry routes. 

A change tn the law governing the pay- 
ment of the railroads for carrying the 
mails whereby the government will save 
$9,000,000 a year. 

Readjustment of classification and rates 
of postage in second class matter so as 
to reduce the loss of $70,000,000 a year 
which the postmaster general estimates 
is incurred through the handling of peri- 
odicals, particularly magazines. 

The president is strongly in favor of a par- 
cels post system and he has been assured by 
the postoffice department officials that there 
is no reason why it should not de self-support- 
ing. Mr. Hitchcock will ask congress for an 
appropriation of $100.000, half to be used in 
éxperimenting with the system on rural 
routes and the other half on carrier routes in 
cities. 


Project to Reduce Deficit. 

The postmaster general hes warked out a 
plan of paying the railroads for mail service 
according to the space occupied by the mat- 
ter instead of the weight. As to second class 
matter, it is not intended to wipe out the 
whole of the $70,000,000 deficit. The president 
will recommend a readjustment of the classi- 
fication and rates based on the findings of the 
Hughes commission whereby it is estimated 
$25,000,000 will be saved to the government. 

If these economies are effected it is figured 
that the department would have a surplus of 
more than $40,000,000 on the basis of present 
rates. Then, according to the president's 
recommendation, letter postage should be re- 
duced to 1 cent. The revenues from letters 18 
$68,000,000 a year. The reduction, it is esti- 
mated, would cut down chis revenue approxi- 
mately one-half, for the reason that the in- 
crease in the sale of stamps would be offset by 
the Increase in the cost of handling the great- 
er volume of mall.
